The Sabbath question, so far as it will 


b« discussed in this paper, aliall have 
reference only to the Sabbath in Gettys- 
burg. It is not the general subject that 
we are called upon to consider at the 
present juncture. It is of the highest 
importance that we have such a present- 
ment of the case as will lead ua to throw 
around the boly day in Gettysburg more 
effective safeguards, and to stir up at 
least our own church people to accord 
the day a larger measure of reverence, 
r wish only herewith to excite you to an 
earnest discussion, and by holding up the 
menace made to the peace and blessed- 
ness of the day, by agencies with which 
you are familiar, to move you, if possi- 
ble, to such clear-cut resolution and pur 
pose as will, in their ultimate application, 
oear happy fruit in the mouths imme- 
diately coming. 
As the responsible 


moral leaders of the community, we have 
a most uigent work to do iu the puriflca- 
tiou of the Lord's day in this commun- 
ity. The summer Sundays of Gettysburg 
are rapidly becoming continentalized. 
There are many, even of our church peo- 
ple, who, if they know how to keep the 
day, are not making their knowledge con- 
tribute to appropriate conduct in the 
premises. 
At the same time, as we 


might expect, there is an annually in- 
creasing horde of men, women and chil 
dren, from town and rural districts, who 
are surely degrading the day to the low- 


atill another, while over the general din 
sounded high and shrill the cry of the 
omnipresent fakir and vender of relics. 
Passing along Hancock Avenue, in pur- 
suance of my pastoral duties, I thought 
I had never seen such horrid confusion. 
It was "confusion worse confounded." 
It was Pandemonium let loose. Stung 
with jealousy for the day of God I wish- 
ed that the Son of God might appear, 
and that with "a scourge of small cords," 
He might lash Hie defamers of His day, 
as of old the money changers, from the 
temple of the fields All day long the 
town streets, and especially the public 
square, were filled with a vast eoncours 
of people, corning and going. At certai 
points the din and confusion were inde 
acribable, especially at the depots, an 
along the lines of waiting trains, wber 
to the noise of the excursionists wa 
added the deafening cries of an army o 
fakirs and venders, composed of our own 
men and boys and girls. 
In all thi 


there was little to suggest the holy se 
renity of the Sabbath day. It was lik 
Thursday of Fair week. Yet it was thi 
Lord's own blessed day I 


The saddest of all to me is the con 


duct, on these occasions, of many of ou 
church people. 
Turning their backi 


carelessly upon God atid His public wor- 
ship, even the holy commuiiioa, all day 
long in one way or another, they held ou 
their hands t(» the desecrators of God's 
day, eager to make the most of a golden 
opportunity, lusting for the lucre, filthy 
indeed, of the vast throng. It was the 
spirit of avarice and greed completely 
ascendant over conscience and Christian 
obligations, I am told that congrega- 
tions at all the churches and Sabbath 
schools were noticeably diminished those 
two Sabbaths in October last. And this, 
t say, we may expect to grow worse and 
worse, as times improve, and as the nat- 
ural beauty of our hills and valleys is en- 
hanced by the labors of the Park Com- 
missioners, greatly increasing the attrac- 
tive power of the battlefield. 


Will you not earnestly reflect upon the 


demoralizing effect of these melancholy 
conditions upon the entire church of Get- 
tysburg ? 
A large proportion of our 


church people perhaps denounce these 
Sabbath invasions; but it cannot be de- 
nied that a painfully large number also 
deliberately prostitute the day to opera- 
tions of money-making, by keeping open 
store and shop, trausforming private 


hacking and faking this year than last. 
The illicit gains of last October have but 
served to whet the transgressor's appe- 
tite with the keenest edge of covetous 
hunger. 


Now then, ib is not enough that we 


mildly protest against it in our sermons. 
To this must be added private admoni- 
tion. Church councils and sessions must 
take a firm stand and publicly forbid, 
under penalty, this public profanation of 
the Sabbath by God's people. Those who 
purpose to profane the day of God with 
fUgrant secular uses, must be given to 
understand that, in view of all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, they cannot re- 
main in the enjoyment of their church 
privileges. Thia must be done for the 
spiritual safety of the individual, for the 
purification of the Sabbath amo'ng God's 
own people, and for the vindication of 
the truth. It may make trouble; cause 
alinea(,ions,take people out ot the church. 
But, brethren, I would rather alienate a 
dozen families by efforts to guide men 
aright and keep the church pure, than, 
out of regard to my personal ease and 
comfort, see God'a Sabbath ruthlessly 
trampled in the dual, and His authority 
deBed and so souls be lost and the church 
be hindered, and say nothing. Dreading 
to cause disturbance we can refuse to 
rebuke, cry aloud and spare, and so keep 
peace. But oh, what a peace 1 At what 
a cost to the truth, and. to ministerial 
manhood I llather let us declare, gently 
yet firmly, the prohibitions of God's 
word, and thus give full proof of our 
ministry, that we fear God and not man, 
.hat we labor for the glory of God and 
not for peraonal ease. Then shall

miLUONS IN SPOILS, WITH JOHN HULL AS 


THE PRINCIPAL 5UFFEKER—1 ME FA-

So much speculation has recently been 


indulged in regarding the possibilities of 
privateering it Spain shall be permitted 
to engage therein during the war, that a 
glimpse of what has been accomplished 
by such tactics m other wars is apropos. 
At the outset, however, i,, may be well 
to clearly understaud that privateers are 
vessels belonging to one or more private 
individuals, licensed by the Government 
in times of war, to seize, plunder aud 
destroy the ships and other property of 


by a British squadron consiating of the 
Plantageuet, seventy-four gnns; 
the 


Jlota, forty-four guns, and the brig Car- 
nation, eighteen guns, all under the com- 
mand of Commodore Lloyd. The Arrn- 
atioiig had but seven guns and ninety 
men. The iirat. attack was made by four 
launches manned by forty men each, and 
was easily repelled. The second attack 
was made at midnight by fourteen 
launches and 500 men. After a terrillc 
combat of forty minutes the assailants 
were repulsed with a loss of 120 killed 
and 130 wounded. A third attack was 
made at day break by the brig Carnation, 
but again the Armstrong gallantly de- 
feuded heiself. She was so much dain- 
ugiid, however, that, Captain lieid, know- 
ing that sue could not stand another at- 
tack, which would be sure to come, 
.icuttled and abandoned her. 
During 


ten hours the British lost over 3UO m 
killed and wounded, while the Ameri- 
cans lost only two killed aud seven 
wounded. 


During the civil war privatejrmg was 


engaged in ouly by the South. In grant- 
ing belligerent rights to the Confederates 
the United States yielded to them the 
nght to (It out cruisers to prey on North- 
ern commerce, for it was not possible to 
prescribe the mode of warfare to be 
adopted. This view was also taken by 
European nations. England allowed the 
Confederates to build and equip vessels 
m her ports, which were afterward used 
in destroying Federal merchant vessels. 
In. all 1..304 such vessels were taken and 
their value amounted, at a low estimate, 
to $30,000,0(XJ.

a cruiser, 230 feet long, 32 feet wide, and 
drew about fifteen feel of water.

depression. Now that this is beginning 
to lift, we may expect them to increase 
ia numbers and to intensify in spirit. 
The railroads are willing, and more than 
willing, to carry all who apply to them 
for conveyance hither. 


To us, and our best people, Gettysburg 


means home, the sacred arena of social, 
domestic, industrial, intellectual and re- 
ligious living. But to the world outside, 
"Gettysburg" ia never thought of in this 
light, as a community having distinctive 
municipal and religions rights which 
ought to be respected. No, "Gettys- 
burg" means to the world the "greatest 
battlefield on earth," and why should 
not the world come when it pleases, to 
view its historic hills and vales, and 
draw patriotic inspiration from its mar- 
tial records and ita monumental glories? 
Gettysburg means"Kound-Top," "Gulp's 
Hill," "Bloody Angle," "Peach Or- 
chard," "The Loop," "Valley of Death," 
'•Devil's Den," and the "High Water 
Mark." The world haa no thought of 
ua as a community delighting in peace 
and order and moral observance, the dic- 
tate alike of common decency and of in- 
spired religion. Our name is but the 
synonym for hills, fields and groves 
where oiice blood poured out like water, 
where the dead, of man and beast, and 
all the sad wreckage of war, lay upon 
the ground like'aeared leaves strewn by 
autumn winds. Having this view of 
Gettysburg, it is not to be expected that 
the Sibbalh day incursionists, however 
ao multitudinous, will regard their pres- 
ence heie on that day as any infringe- 
ment of our moral and spiritual preroga- 
tivea. Before the world, in thia regard, 
we, as an obscure little community of 
men and women, are fast coming to the 
position of the ante-bellum negro in hia 
legal relation to the white man, as de- 
clared by Chief Justice Taney, "having 
no rights which the outsider is bound to 
respect." So they come by the hundreds 
and by the thousands, swelling the num- 
ber of people to four, five and aii times 
the native population, filling our atreeta 
witt an endlesa caravan of vehiclea, our 
pasaage ways, and very door steps, with 
a gaping, maudlin multitude. The air is 
discordant wiih the hoarse calls of back- 
men and the pestilent cries of persistent 
fakirs, while the rumbling wheels of 
hacks, crowded with boisterous, and not 
infrequently, drunken excursionists, and 
the bursting blasts of brass bands drown 
the voices of the sanctuary and bring a 
nameless shock to the peace of worship- 
ing assemblies! 


Gettysburg has never known snob. Sab- 


batic demoralization as that which came 
upon it in October last. The little old 
town was submerged, overwhelmed in 
the devastating floods of sightseers, 
pouring in all forenoon, and then whirl- 
ing hurriedly around from one historic 
point to another, with the indescribable 
confusion aud din of meal getting from 
twelve to two. 
Then whirling away 


again to other points of interest until, 
as far as the eye could reach, and farther 
still, the wild concourse threaded its 
desecrating way. Clouds of d ust rose to 
the heavens, while the great avenues 
were black with carriages, lined on either 
side with a seething mass of humanity 
moving backward and forward between. 
Here and there in the midst of the credu- 
lous multitudes stood the guide and 
loudly discoursed of tbe ebb and flow of 
the battle tide. And there another, and 


residences into public boarding houses ; 
improvising eating and drinking stands, 
and by hacking aud fakinf? all through 
the day. Iu lue thought of these, al 
such times, there is no God, no worship, 
no Bible, no prayer nor praise. It is all 
matanon, of mammon, for mammon and 
by mammon. Eren those, not a few, 
who do not themsflves engage in this 
open traffic, are yet in admitted sympa- 
thy with these immense Sabbath excur- 
sions as bringing large financial profll to 
the town. 


Thick how this sentiment will deepe 


in the coming years, permeating sti 
other minds and hardening hearts an 
destroying souls, as yet proof against: 
insiduoua entrance. 
Then measure, 


you can, the volume of spiritual lawles 
ness that will be the inevitable cons 
qnence and spiritual deadness the inev 
table effect. Then measure, it you can 
the accumulating volume of Divine dis 
pleasure against this community, ca 
minating perhaps in the outpouring 
the desolating judgments of that Go 
who has in other days sworn the mos 
woeful vengeance upon the persisten 
violators of his Sabbatic law. "Ye shal 
keep my Sabbaths." "But the house o 
Israel rebelled against me in the wilder 
ness; they walked not in my statutes 
and they despised my judgments; they 
greatly polluted iny Sabbaths; 
then 


I said I would pour out my fury upon 
them in the wilderness to consume 
them." 
If in that early day God with 


held not the vials of His wrath, shai: 
He be lenient here ? Shall He bless a 
similarly guilty community in this age 
of the meridian blaze of the Gospel Sun? 
There is naught to be expected but the 
most 
appalling spiritual desolation. 


Brethern, it is high time that we awake 
out of our sleep. 


And when we reflect upon the moral 


effect of these conditions upon our chil 
dren and youth, we must be moved to a 
still deeper sorrow. Growing up in such 
an atmosphere of spiritual lawlessness, 
what can be expected of them touching 
the plainest religious obligations, to say 
nothing of the higher experiences of the 
Christian life, when thej come to take 
their responsible places in the church of 
God, supposing that they come at all 'i 
Shall not their present evil environment 
come to have a powerfully debasing ef- 
fect upon their heart and conscience ? 
Shall not the standards of the Gospel re- 
ceive at their bands a deeper pollution 
than that put upon them by their fath- 
ers ? Shall pot the Kingdom of God in 
Gettysburg, then, pass into a profouuder 
deterioration than that which marks it 
now, and God knows that deterioration 
is marked enough as it is. 
- 


And now, brethren, what is to be 


done t So sure as we live to greet sum- 
mer days, we shall also meet these same 
shocking conditions repeated, and far 
worse in the repetition than in the orig- 
inal commission. Already arrangements 
are making, and people expect busy times 
all through the summer, Sunday as well 
as week day. The railroads expect to 
dump hundreds and thousands into the 
old town every week. Will they except 
the Lord's day ? And our people are 
arranging to make the most of the prom- 
ising situation. There will be more open 
stores and shops and market places, and

FtRST AMERICAN PRIVATEEIi. 


The first American privateer of «hose 


exploits an authentic record is preserved 
was Captain lleguier Tongrelow, of the 
New York Galley, who began operations 
in 1704, during the war of the Spanish 
succession, in which Euglaud aud France 
had become involved on opposite sides. 
Captain Eegnier Tongrolow, of New 
York, who was little belter than a pirate 
in that role, was in July, 1707, cruising 
off Havana ou one ot his numerous ex- 
peditions, when the Governor sent out 
two privateer sloops to take him. In- 
stead of that, however, Tougrelow took 
them. This performance so enraged the 
Spaniards that they sent a ship, a biigau- 
tine and a sloop in pursuit ol the dating 
New Yorker. Thia squadron Captain 
Tongrelow found it prudent to avoid, and 
he received au ovation on his return 
home. It was his last exploi t, and short- 
ly thereafter he retired with a compe- 
tency for the rest of his days. 
The 


Peace of Utrecht was signed iu 1713, aud 
thereupon privateering ceased for a lime. 


During the Revolutionary War ili« 


weapon of privateeiiug was tuiried wiih 
terrible effect against tliecountiy which 
had first taught the colonies to employ it 
in her own behalf, Privateeis were com- 
missioned by the Continental C'ougres.s 
before tbe adoption of the Declaration ol 
Independence, and the colomea were 
recommended to erect courts of justice 
to dispose of the prizes to be captuivd, 
while a scheme for distributing priZd 
money to the crews of both regular cruis- 
ers and privateers was approved. 


The privateers became very bold as the 


war progressed, seeking prizes in all parts 
of the world, and on the coast and iu the 
harbors of Great Britain herself. Among 
the most daring privateers of this period 
was Captain Thomas Truxton, who took 
so many pri/.as in the English Channel 
that England was led to remonstrate 
with France for adtuittiug our armed 
vessels into her ports. 


On one occasion, with a venoel of 20 


guns, he successfully beat off a ship of 
32 guns which had been sent out to cap- 
ture him. Duiing the fight a hall passed 
through the side of his vessel and lodged 
in her mainmast. Jack Sulton, a fore- 
castle man, seizing the ball, aud au op- 
portunity to perpetrate a juke at the same 
time, ran with it to one of the gunners 
and exclaimed: "Here, gunner, write 


ried eight guns, of which one wa»a hun- 
dred-Bound Blakely nils. After being 
received from the English shipyard by 
her commander, Captain Seuimes, she 
had a checkered but profitable career, 
and found a rich harvest of prizes in the 
E»st Indies, butou returning to Europe 
vvau checked in this career of destruction 
by the famous Kearsarge, which, under 
command of Captain John A. Winsiow, 
cornered him in the harbor of Cherbourg, 
France, Semrnes was a brave antago- 
nist, and promptly gave battle. 


The memorable battle came off on 


Sunday, June 19, 1SG4, in neutral water, 
outside of Cherbourg harbor. 
While 


the vessels were neaily evenly matched, 
the Kearsarge's crew were better drill- 
ed, and her fire more effective, so that in 
aa hour the Alabama began to sink. 
Most of her men were picked up and 
made prisoners, but some of them, in- 
cluding her captain, escaped on the Brit- 
ish yacht Deerhouud, which bad witness- 
ed the fight, aud asked and received per- 
mission to render assistance in rescuing 
the drowning. 


The total number ot prizes taken by 


the Alabama was sixty-nine, of which 
fifty-three were destroyed, two had their 
cargoes only destroyed, aud seventeen 
were bonded. Euglaud paid $1.3,000,000 
for Hie part she hud taken iu fitting out 
this and other Confederate cruiseis. 
which for a time swept American com- 
merce off. the seas.

UNCLE SA3I DESPOILED JO1IX BUM.. 
The number of vessels captured from 


the British by American privateers dur- 
ing the Revolutionary war was enor- 
mous. As early as January, 1778, 733 
vessels had been captured, entailing a 
loss of nearly $15,000,000. The number 
of American privateers was stated to be 
173, carrying 2,556 guns, and 13 810 sea- 
men. The number of English vessels 
employed in the West ludian trade cap- 
tured by American cruisers amounted on 
February 1, 1777, to 250 sail, the value 
of their cargoes being about $10,000.000. 
During the entire war not a single Amer- 
ican cruiser was captured by English pri- 
vateers, while sixteen English cruisers 
were taken by American privateers. 


Privateering was again employed by 


our Government during the war of 1S12, 
and 250 privateers were commissioned 
during this second war of independence. 
Baltimore supplied 58; 3STew Yotk, 55 ; 
Salem, 40; Boston, 31, and Charleston, 
10. A successful privateer was Captain 
Hazard, of New York, who, with the 
Paul Jones, by August 1 had captured 
fourteen British vessels in the West In- 
dies. Early in August he took the Has- 
san, bound from Gibraltar to Havana, 
with wines and dry goods valued at $200,- 
000. 
The Prince de Meufchatel, Cap- 


tain Ord'ronaux, took eighteen prizes; 
the Divide We Fall, sixteen prizes. The 
London Times in March, 1813, admitted 
that the Yankees had captured 500 Brit- 
ish vessels in seven months. 


One of tbe boldest of prlvatcersmen 


was Captain Thomas Boyle, of Balti- 
more, who sailed in the Comet, with 
fourteen guns and 120 men. In the su tu- 
rner of 1812, after a desperate flghr, he 
captured a British ship whose cargo was 
valued at $150 000 Later Boyle reap- 
peared upon the scene with a new clipper, 
the Chasseur, which captured eighty ves- 
sels, of which thirty-two were her equals 
in strength and eighteen her superiors. 
Three of tbe prizes alone were valued at 
8400,000. 


TWO MOST FAMOUS COM15ATS. 


One of the most famous and desperate 


combats iu the history of American pri- 
vateering was that which occurred in 
the neutral Portuguese harbor of Fayal 
on September 26, 1814. The privateer 
General Armstrong, of TSTew York, com- 
manded by Captain Samuel C. Reid, 
while lying In the harbor was attacked

A census of the world's railways, re- 


cently compiled, gives the following fig- 
ures : In Europe the miles operated has

Africa, from 6522 to 8169 ; in America, 
from 212,724 to 229,722 ; and in Australia, 
from 12.321 to 13,888; making a total for 
the world of 433,953 ; against 095,143 four 
years ago. These lignres show that Africa 
made the greatest proportionate advance, 
that continent's gain being over 25 per 
cent, against 9 per cent in Europe, 22 per 
cent in Asia, 8 per cent, in America, 12i 
per cent, in Australia, and nearly 10 per 
cent, for the entire world. The length of 
the world's railways in 1895 of 433,953 
miles is more than 17 times the circum- 
ference of the earth at the equator. The 
North American Continent has a greater 
mileage of railways than the rest of the 
world combined.

TROOPS MUST HO TO CUBA. 


The Government will send a military 


force to Cuba as soon as practicable, be- 
cause it is a supreme necessity to do so, 
says the Pttllfuh-lptuc 
Titnrs. We must 


either send a military force sufficiently 
strong to co-operate with the navy in 
capturing Havana, or every dictate ol 
humanity demands that we shall cease to 
blockade the Cuban ports. 


To delay military operations in Cuba 


until fall, and at the same time blockade 
the Cuban ports, would be simply to re- 
peat the savagery of the Spanish to the re- 
concentrados. The Spanish would live 
by force of arms as long as there is food 
on the island, but the helpless men, 
women and children who have been driven 
from their homes into the cities, would 
die of disease and starvation. 
We must 


either send a land force to Cuba sufficient- 
ly strong to maintain its position and feed 
the starving, or we should at once termi- 
nate the blockade. 


There is much apprehension as to the 


safety of the United States troops in the 
inhospitable summer climate of Cuba, and 
the fear is not unreasonable ; but with 
proper care an army can be sent there and 
maintained during the summer without 
suffering seriously from the climate. 
A 


land force of 10,000 or 15,000 men, with 
eay 10,000 added to them from the insur- 
gent forces, would not only be entirely 
ample for the capture of Havana, with the 
fleet to bombard the city defenses, but it 
could be maintained in good condition of 
health and inimpregnablepositionsonthe 
highlands anywhere from five to ten miles 
from the city. 


Two peculiarties of the Cuban climate 


are worth knowing. One is that sunstroke 
is unknown among the Cubans, and the 
second is that, unlike most other tropical 
countries, there is not a single venemouc 
serpent or animal on the island. With 
proper sanitary regulations rigidly en- 
forced by military orders, and camping 
our troops on the highlands outside of the 
cities, there will be no special danger to 
their health when they are ordered to 
Cuba. They must go there, first of all, to 
feed the starving, who with our blockade 
would otherwise be doomed to the most 
horrible death ; and, next, because the 
capture of Havana is impossible without 
a laud force to co-operate with the navy,

and -with war already declared against 
her by this country, Spain is now placed 
"between the devil and the deep sea " 
Bankruptcy, moreover, stares her ia the 
face, so that her position is at once des 
Iterate and pitiable.

Cuba has cost. Spain more thau $350,000,- 
000 ; the expenditures during the past 
three years alone on this account have 
amounted to $100,000,000 per year, and 
the pay of the troops in Cuba is in ar- 
rears more thau $00,000,1100. The annual 
receipts of the Spanish Treasury are less 
than $1.30,000,000, and the deficit has 
leached stupendous proportions—some- 
where about $25,000 000 per annum. 
The debt has increased from $1,100,650, 
000 in 1SDO to $1,660,000,000 in 1S97. 
In- 


terest charges on this great sum amount 
to nearly $1(10,000,000 per annum, or 
about 70 per cent, of the total revenue 
Kxclusive of the Unban charges, the 
iirujy and navy expenditures prior to the 
extraordinary expenses consequent upon 
the recent preparations for war with t!u> 
United ytiitea exceeded $?,0,000 000 pm 
annum. 


In addition to the enormous cost of the 


Cuban campaign iu money, the loss (if 
Spanish soldiers killed in desultory fight- 
ing, or who have died from wounds and 
disensa, has been extraordinary. More 
than fifty thousand men have beeu kill- 
ed ; an equal number were on the sick 
list iu hospitals iu Cuba a few months 
ago. and as many more have been sent 
hack to Spain as invalids. The desper- 
ate straits to which Spain has been re- 
duced in order to meet her financial obli- 
gations iu the past few years are well 
known to financiers, and further loans 
cannot be obtained except at itiinous 
rates if at all. Although the numerous 
loans have met with enthusiastic recep- 
tion from the people, the liauk of Spain 
has had to 3nd racist of the money for 
the subscribers, who promptly pawned 
the stock as soon as it was allotted be- 
cause the interest it yielded was higher 
than the terms they paid for advance- 
ment. 


These facts have an important bearing 


upon current events. Money is the mov- 
ing force in modern warfare; and it is 
inconceivable tiiat a bankrupt nation, 
incapable of obtaining this sinew of war, 
can meet in battle a great and wealthy 
nation like the United States with hos>e 
of auy measurable success. 
Spain's 


choice was probably a forlorn selection 
of what she considered the lesser oC two 
evils.—rii'dn. ll(.e»nl.

Reports TImt the Spanish Lost -SCO Men 


KllliMl and 400 Wouml.-d—Ameri- 


can Loss Unknown. 


Dispatches received here seems to make 


it clear that tha As-iatic squadron of the 
United States, Admiral Dewey command- 
ing, to-day engaged and completely de- 
feated the Asiatic squadron of Spain in the 
harbor of Manila, iu the Philippine Is- 
lands. 


All the news of the great naval battle 


thus far received is coming from Spanish 
sources. 
This shows conclusively that 


Manila has not yet been taken by the 
American forces and that the cable lines 
are still under the control of Spain. 


Froai the fact that even the advices re- 


ceived from Madrid show that the Ameii- 
can warships fared the better, there is 
hardly any doubt that when complete de- 
tails are obtainable it will be learned that 
it was a crushing defeat for Spain. 


.Reports of the battle thus far are coming 


in piecemeal. Duiing the two engage- 
ments that took place Commodore Monte- 
jo, commanding the Spanish fleet, lost 
three o! his largest ships. His flagship, 
the armored cruiser Reina Christina, and 
the armored cruiser Castilla, were burned 
and the cruiser Don Juan de Austria was 
blown up. Several other Spanish vessels 
were badly damaged.

t'nder the protection of the guns in the 


fortifications the Spanish warships opened 
fire on the American fleet. 
For several 


hours the harbor resounded with the roar 
of guns, the crashing of efeel and timbers, 
tho shrieks and groans of the wounded. 
Thick clouds of smoke at times almost ob- 
scured the opposing fleets from each other. 


A well-directed shot reached the iron 


cruiser Don Juan tie Austria. A terrific 
explosion followed and the ship was blown 
up. 


All the time during the first engagement 


the American ships were underway, their 
manotiveriugs being intended to render 
the markinanship of the Spanish gunners 
ler-s effective. 


There was a heavy lopa of life among 


the Spanish. The captain commanding 
the Keina Christina was kilk'd. Commo- 
dore Moutejoro, commanding the 
fleet, 


shifted his Mug from the Christina to the 
Isla do Cuba, a much grnalltn steel-pro- 
tected cruiser, just before the Christina 
sank. 


The blowing up of the Don Juan de 


Austria was attended by great loss of life 
among the crew, her commander being 
killed.

o'clock yesterday afternoon and preceeded 
toward Manila. 
Under the cover of dark- 


ness he entered the harbor of Manila, 
passing the forts. The batteries at the 
forts annnuced his arrival. 


Hoth fleets lined up for battle about day 


break. 
The guns of the American war- 


ships began tiring on the fortress of Cavite 
imd the arsenal of Manila. Then the bat- 
tle raged. 


The American squadron about 9 o'clock 


in the morning drew off to one side of the 
bay and took refuge behind some foreign 
vessels. The ships had evidently suffered 
considerable damage. After some hasty 
repairs they returned to the conflict.

Cavite maintained a steadier and stronger 
(ire upon Dewey'b ships than in the flrsl, 
encounter, but the American guns were 
used with telling effect. 
As the smoke 


lifted it was seen that the flagship Keina 
Christina was on fire. 
This vessel was 


completely burned. 


In the interval between the two engage- 


ments Commodore Montejo moved his 
flags from the Christina to the smaller 
cruiser Isla de Cuba. To the fact that he 
made this change he doubtless owes his 
life. 


The cruiser Caatilla. next to the flagship 


the largest and moat powerful of the Span- 
ish squadron, was burned soon afterward. 
The cruiser Don Antonia de Ulloa and the 
Mindada were badly damaged in this en- 
counter. 


That the American, squadron received 


severe damage in the engagement cannot 
be doubted. 
Karly reports bad it that five 


of Dewey's ship had been sunk. 
Later 


advices from Madrid put the number at 
two. 
[ have been able to ascertain noth- 


ing more definite than this, but I consider 
it highly tigniticant that the latest advices 
1 have received from Madrid and Lisbon 
make no mention of any American ship 
being dest-oyed. 


There were undoubtedly heavy losses in 


men on both bides. One apparent trust- 


Lubig Bay, where the Spanish fleet ia 
drawn up, on Saturday. 


The officers of tbe squadron are congrat- 


ulating themselves on the accurate work 
of the guns on the New York, Cincinnati 
and Puritan. The first shot was fired from 
the 8-inch gun by Cadet Boone from the 
port side of the New York. 


The last shot fired, that from the Puri- 


tan's 12-inch gun, which sent a mass of 
stones, earth and abattis hurling sixty feet 
in the air, falling in the rear of a spot 
where a Spanish gun had been bnt a few 
minutes before, was the crowning feat of 
the bombardment.

Spanish batteries were silenced, one gun 
on the west side of the harbor seemed to 
be getting the range of the flagship, sever- 
al shots striking near tbe New York and 
on both sides of her. 


The successful shelling of Matanzas bat- 


teries opens the way for a base of food sup- 
plies and for landing troops if necessary. 


General Molinas, in command of that 


military district, has had 5,000 Spanish 
soldiers under his command, but the num- 
ber iS small now. The garrison is weak 
and the soldiers are in a distressing condi- 
tion. 


The object of the bombardment of Ma- 


tanzas was to thwart the efforts of tbe 
Spaniards to fortify the city strongly. 
This was accomplished. It is expected 
that Matanzas will be the place for land- 
ing the first United States troops to be 
sent to Cuba. 


FACTS AJiOUT MATAJNZAS. 


Matanzas is a city of about 45,000 inhab- 


itants. 


it is about forty miles from Havana, 


with which it is connected by a railroad, 
for which reason it is a valuable port for 
bhe United States forces to hold. 


The city is situated at the end of a bay. 


This bay is defended by batteries on both 
sides of the harbor. 


On the right of the harbor are high hills 


that stretch back to the Yumuri Valley. 
On one shore was formerly an ancient 
fort, bnt this was leplaced recently by 
earthworks and modern guns. 


More deaths from starvation have occur- 


red in Matanxas and its immediate sur- 
roundings than in any other part of the 
island. 


Before the last Cuban war it was the 


principal port for the shipment of sugar 
from Cuba. In commercial importance it 
ranks next to Havana. The Spanish con- 
sidered it one of their most strongly forti- 
fied possessions on the island. Its princi- 
pal buildings are the castle of Snn Severi- 
no, a church, an academy, a hospital, a 
theatre and extensive barracks. 


Tho Liust Hope Gone. 


A dispatch from Madrid states : 
The publication of the Lilx'ral'.-, dispatch 


from Manila removed the last hope of the 
Spaniards, and it is now admitted on all 
sides that the Spanish fleet has been com- 
pletely destroyed, and it is probably only 
a question of hours as to when the Ameri- 
cans will occupy Manila. 


The fact that the Li'irmt, which is Pre- 


mier Sagasta's organ, admitted the com- 
plete defeat of the Spaniards, gives addi- 
tional significance to the frank announce- 
ment.

Accidental Drowning-. 


On Wednesday afternoon, Bernard W. 


Martin, only son of Mr. and Mrs. Vincent 
W. Martin, formerly of this place, was ac- 
cidentally drowned in the Conodoguinet 
creek, near West Fairview, near Harris- 
burg, where hia parents reside. A Har- 
rison rg exchange gives the following par- 
ticulars : 


"Claude Irvin and Peter Brady, in com- 


pany with Mr. Martin, were taking a ride 
in the latter's sail boat up the creek when 
the fatal accident occurred. 
They had 


come ashore and after leaving Trvin and 
the sail on the bank had polled up the 
creek to McCormick's nail works, which 
stand just below a dam twenty feet high. 
After paddling about the big archway in 
the walls of the nail mill young Martin 
proposed that they run the boat nearer 
the foot of the dam over which an enor- 
mous body ot water was then falling 
Brady objected to going to the foot of the 
clam, but his friend insisted and playfully 
pushed the boat nearer the falls until at "a 
distance of three feet it was suddenly 
caught in the heavy current and before 
either could act to prevent it was caught 
by the falling water. The occupants wero 
hurled into the air as the stern of the boat 
shot into the air and swung under the 
dam. 
Brady at once breasted the current, 


arid after a desperate struggle managed to 
reach the bank below the works. Martin 
came to the surface and tried to stick by 
the boat, a part of which was still above 
water. He found this impossible and en 
deavored to follow Brady, btit bis strength 
did not hold out, he sank and drowned." 


Deceased was a native of this place and 


aged 21 years, 10 months and 27 days.

room. 
It is of great interest to all that 


portion of Maryland between Washingto 
and Gettysburg, and there is general de- 
mand throughout the Sixth district that 
the road be built, as it will be of almost 
incalculable benefit to all the farmers of 
that vicinity, giving them a quick and di- 
rect inlet to the city of Washington.

The question is rather how 
can the struggle be softened. .Legislation 
can do something in regulating the length 
of hours and the employment of women 
and children. Arbitration can do much 
What is needed is decent treatment be- 
tween employer and employees. The lec- 
turer recently had a conversation with 
an iron manufacturer who controls lame 
interests in this state. 
He has never had 


a strike or lockout in his works. Recently 
a committee from the labor union came to 
him and asked that the workmen's wages 
be raised 10 per cent, lie replied that at 
that time the stockholders were not re- 
ceiving interest on their investments and 
that thfi works were being run at a disad- 
vantage. To prove this he offered to allow 
the committee to secure a competent man 
to go over the books of the company and 
see how things stood. The offer was ac- 
cepted and at the end of tbe investigation 
the committee came to tbe manufacturer 
and asked to have their wages reduced ten 
per cent. Their offer was, of course, re- 
jected. Socialism ia merely a criticism 
asking that equal compensation be given 
for unequal work. What we need is a. 
higher standard of everything which 
goes for the benefit of mankind. Content- 
ment means inaction. 
We must prize 


what we have, but must continually look 
(or something better.

For destroying the worms of apnidi 


that frequently infest fruit trees, keri 
sene emulsion is said to be rendered muc 
more effective by the addition of whi 
middlings. This makes it more adheaiv 


Inferior seed means a poor crop. A 


time lost in tbe use of poor seed ca 
never be regained, it will pay well to i 
spect all seeds or procure them only from 
those who have given satisfaction wit 
seeds in former years. 


It may cost more in time and labor 


clean a horse tbat has not been proper! 
bedded than to give him a good bee 
Cut straw or salt hay la cheap enough t 
be used freely, and there is nothing sav 
ed by drying bedding aud using it ove 
again. 


Fruit sells best when the quality 


high aud it is brought into market in a 
attractive manner. 
The color ot frui 


may double the price and customers wi 
pav more for ripe fruit than for that par 
tially green. 


Clover hay has appeared in the mar 


ket in the form of clover meal. Xhi 
clover meal finds special favor in pi 
feeding where it ia popularly used as an 
addition to skim mi'k. It is also scal(J 
ed aud used for calves. This clover mea 
when scalded becomes.soft and swell 
and has been found very wholesome an 
nutritious as well as highly relished by 
young stock. 


Keep the early pullets for next year' 


layers, and kill off all the young cocker 
els for market, so as to give the pullets 
more room. 
They should be kept in 


good growing condition, so as to read 
maturity before Xovember, in order to 
become winter layers. Late pullets sel- 
dom begin to lay until spring. 


Spraying tbe trees and vines should be 


made a portion of the routine work, 
whether disease appears or not, as a pro- 
tection to the neighborhood. 
An or- 


chard may become affected and not show 
such diseased conditions until tbe next 
year, when more work will then be 
necessary to keep the trees free from at- 
tack or injury. 


For fatnijy use""tuere is no necessity for 


-ti.iviug six or seven varieties of a single 
kind of fruit. Early, medium and late 
varieties may be used, but it is better to 
bave a variety of a kind that is prolific 
and satisfactory than to have the land 
occupied with several varieties that sel- 
dom produce crops. 


The month of May is an excellent time 


for sowing millet and Hungarian grass. 
The land for these crops should be plow- 
ed uow, so as to give the weeds time to 
germinate; then harrowed flue before 
seeding. Millet will grow on all kinds 
of soil, but thrives best on land that bus 
been heavily manured the previous year. 
Use plenty of seed, as the birds w,ll get 
a large proportion. 


Every country blacksmith, includes 


horse-shoeing aa a, part ol his business, 
but many of them do not understand the 
conformation of the foot of a horse and 
frequently do harm. Kadi foot may re- 
quire a special shoe and there are pecu- 
liarities and individual traits of horses 
which must be considered. 
Horse-shoe- 


ing is really a matter requiring skill, and 
in some States the question is beiug agi- 
tKLed in favor of compellitig nil black- 
smiths and horseshoers to pass an exam- 
ination aud work under a license before 
they can put shoes on horses.

Use one and a halt' pints of thi 
mixture to each barrel of Bordeaux mix 
ture when spraying for blight, scab, etc

Put it in a long- 
necked bottle and pour it down the 
calves. It will stop the scours and will 
not hurt them. It will not hurt a young 
colt, but will stop the scours at once. 
Flogs' lard will take warts off horses. 
Apply it once a day for a short time.

per sulphate, or blue vitriol, 4 pounds ; 
quick lirne, 4 pounds ; water, to make 50 
gallons. Use an alcohol or coal oil bar- 
rel. 
Dissolve tbe copper in hot water, if 


wauled for immediate use, or place il in 
an old gunny sack and suspend it in the 
barrel, two-thirds full of water, until it 
is all dissolved. Slake the lime, and add 
water until it is of the consistency of 
milk, and when eool, pour it into the 
copper solution, using a sieve to remove 
all coarse material. Stir this mixture 
and fill the barrel witlt water; it is than 
ready for use. l^or plants wilb tender 
foliage, such as young raspberry canes, 
only one-half the amount of copper and 
lirae should be used.

The questioa is being discussed aa to 


tlie cause of hogs being more susceptible 
to disease at tbe present day than for- 
merly, and as there seems to be no partic- 
ular breed possessing immituity from 
disease farmers are discouraged iu som e 
sections. As a remedy for lack of hard- 
iness some farmers bave resorted to a 
dash of the blood of the "razor back" 
strain, but when such cross is made the 
baidiness so gained seems to disappear 
in two or three years. It is belived that 
the real cause is the feeding of corn al- 
most exclusively. While corn produces 
(at, aud also contains a fair proportion 
of tbe muscle-producing elements, it is 
very deficient in lime, which is necessary 
in the formation of bone, hence the su- 
perior breeds of hogs have become fine- 
boned though poasessing heavy bodies. 
The feeding of corn year after year, and 
for so long a time since the improved 
breeds received attention, haa tended to 
weaken swine in vigor. Tbe remedy is 
not to abandon corn as an article of food, 
but lessen the quantity by substituting 
substances containing more lime, such 
aa bran, cut clover, skim milk and vege- 
tables. Wood ashes, which contain lime 
in its purest form, should be kept where 
bogs can bave access thereto, and bone 
meal may also be fed with advantage.
